According to a now bulletin on 
Canadian creamery buttermaking Is¬ 
sued by the dairy branch of the 'lo* 
partment of agriculture, the bultor- 
maker of today Is required not only lo 
matiufaelure butter having good work 
manshlp, but also to control the coni 
position of Ids product within very 
narrow limits. For Instance, econo¬ 
mical condition!! demand . that the 
moisture content of butter he not less 
than 1*5 per cent., while butter con¬ 
taining more than 16 per cent, water 
or less than so per cent, fat, Is illegal. 
The salt content of butter Is also very 
Important and must he carefully regu¬ 
lated. Every detail In the process 
of making butter of high quality ful¬ 
filling all marketing requirements Is 
described In the new bulletin, which 
may be obtained from the Publications 
Pianch of the Department of Agricub 
Hire, Ottawa. 


A Strong Demand For Canadian 
Wheat In World’s Markets 

According to tho latest crop refiort 
Issued by the Canadian Government 
bureau of Malistlrs; the wheat crop 
of Canada for 1926 is estimated at 
3*18,626,000 bushels. Last year's Can-, 
adlan wheat harvest yielded 111,376,- 
000 bushels. 

In a general review of world crop 
cond4lIon8 the report adds, "that pro¬ 
duction estimates from eighteen 
countries show that ilils year’s total 
world wheat crop will probably bo 
2.175,700,000 bushels, compared with 
2,201,500.000 last year. 

' .lodging by general conditions In 
other countries,” the report continues, 
"the general outlook appears to be for 
a strong demand for tho Canadian 
crop, now In Its critical stages, so that 
tho Canadian ■yield* will again ho a 
very important factor. 

‘There Is an increase tills year In 
sown acreage of ono and a half per 
cent. In countries other than Canada 
and the United States the sown acre¬ 
age Is less, but the Increase of 609,- 
000 acres sown In Canada, and 5,187,-

Thousands of shelter belts Jiavo been 
established from seedlings, cuttings 
established fgrom seeding*, cuttings 
ami transplants distributed from the 
nursery stations at Indian Head and 
Sutherland, Saskatchewan, and the 
work has grown to such proportions 
that during the spring of 1926 over, 
5.500.000 seedlings and cuttings of j 
such varieties as maple, ash, carngana. i 
poplar and willow were sent out. lu 
addition .to these broadleaf varieties 
over 50,000 evergreen Fpruce and pine 
frees were distributed at nominal 
cost for general farm planting and I 
about 60,000 for planting on forest re*! 
serves In Manitoba and Saskatchewan. | 

The progress of this important work 
will be belter realised by a brief state¬ 
ment of the results obtained since it 
was Inaugurated In 1901. The first 
distribution consisted of 5S.S00 seed¬ 
lings supplied to 17 farmers in Mani¬ 
toba and the Northwest Territories. 

In 1902 this was increased to 166,000 
plants to t96 farms. The demand 
grew rapidly In subsequent years and 
in 1916 the number sent out had 
reached 1.160,000. Since then the 
annual distribution has continued be¬ 
tween four and a half million and five 
and a half million, the total distribu¬ 
tion for the twenty-five year period 
being 87,205,000 trees to SO,300 farm¬ 
er* scattered over the three prairie 
pro. luces. 

During recent years the distribution 
l.av been carried on from two stations, 
Indian Head making shipments to 
Southern Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and \Iberia, and Sutherland to the 
northern districts. Careful cheek fa 
kept of all material sent out until the 
plantations can he considered its fairly 
well established and no trees are al¬ 
lotted to an applicant until inspection

Matter of Standardization of Batter 
Boxes Not Yet Settled 

Tho department of agriculture. Ot¬ 
tawa, announces that a derision in tho 
matter of standards for butter boxes 
is postponed until after the next an¬ 
nual convention of tho creamery asso¬ 
ciations, to permit of further discus¬ 
sion and •consideration of some points 
on which much opposition has devel¬ 
oped to tho recommendations of the 
conference of March 16th.

The remainder coiAists of salts 
of potassium and magnesium, an abun¬ 
dance of which will make Palestine 
the richest potash country In the 
world. In appearance this strange 
sea challenges the Mediterianean wlih 
its clarity and blueness, but so death¬ 
ly still are its waters that they have 
earned it its gruesome name.

000 acres sown to wheat In the three 
provinces mentioned. -Each province 
< has Its own unit In the Wheat Pool. 
The wheat Is supplied to the pool by 
the farmers under contract usually of 
fixe years' duration, and Is sold 
through the Central Selling Agency, 
which has agents and agencies In 51 
I»orts of the world.
